Mr. Myer opened the morning's ses- 
sion with a lecture on "BulldlnR a 
Program of Work, " In which he dis- 
cussed In detail the Importance of 
such a program and outlined the steps 
to be followed in arranging it. Fol 
lowing hia Ulk the meeUng was given 
over to a general round-table dlsoni 
lion of the inbjact by the agents, 

ntllowlrig the discussion, Mr. Wil- 
son nramed bis talk on "Organltatlon 
FnndamenUls." In thU talk, Mr. Wll 
ann paid particular attention to the 
art of leadership as distinguished 
from its science and declared that a 
boys' pig club should regard the rais- 
ing of pigs as a means of teach^g the 
boys organization rather than organ- 
icing the boys to teach them to raise 
pigs. "When the pig is killed it Is a 
dead pig," said Mr. Wilson. "But the 
organisation goet on. It Is the only 
thing that baa a survival value." he 
added. 

Mr. Myer's afternoon talk dealt 
With "Present Day V&rm Bureau Prob- 
lems" and was followed by a discus- 

sibn by the agents. FoIIowIiik this talk 
Mr. Wilson gave hin fourth and last 
one to the agents In which he conclnd- 
ed his remarks on principles of (ir- 
ganhatlon. 

Last night at 7 o'clock the aRcnts 
took part in. a live stock demonstra- 
tion at the College of Agriculture.

on the Sheppani-Towner bill to ap- 
propriate. $1,48(1,000 for safeguarding 
the hoi) 1th of mothers and babies. 

The report classed the bill as emer- 
gency legislation and said there was 
praeUoalbr no opposition to it. 

The committee found, it said, that 
maternal and infant mortality In the 
I'nited States was not derreaslng, sta- 
tistics showing a 16 per cent, increase 
in deaths from childbirth between 
1919 and 1920. 

Infanta less than one year old are 
dying from preventable ailmenU at 
the rate of 260,000 a year, the report 
said. 

'In rural sections studied, it was 

ascertained,' 'the report added, "that 
80 per cent, of the mothers received no 
advice or trained care preceding the 
birth of children "

The election Is 
nearing in which Maysville will select 
ofllolals for another four year term 
and those who are likely to be candi- 
dates would like to know what they 
are doing before entering the contest. 

Despite the adoption of tho slate 
statute by the General Assembly in 
1920 placing Maysville in the Third 
class, city affairs have been conduct- 
ed along the old plan, the change to 
the Third class city plan to be made 
with the .new' administration and be- 
fore that new administration la elect- 
ed everyone would like to know the 
status of things as viewed by the 
courts.

There is on.- tliiug ul least to be sJiid in belialf ol' the plan of 
campaign outlined by President WllBon for the rescue of Russia from 
chaos. It isn't any worse than the programs that have already been 
given ineffectual trial bv his assoeiates in world rehabilitation. And 
ihere is this to be said lor Mr. Wilson's faith in his principle of pro- 
cedure-it is an unwavering faith and is held eonfidently and tcna- 
eiouslv in tlie face of a world's fear. There are several reasons wliy 
jntere'fereuce in lUissia lacks feasibility. One is that there ia no plan 
by which interefercnce by force of arms or oflicial diplomacy can be 
made effective. As that is quite sufScient as argtiment for hands oft', 
the other reasons can be held in reserve. 

Perhaps -Mr. Wilson's faith in Russia's self-redemption tiiroiipli 
. the peaoeful medium of internal industrial and social revolution m 
reaction fro mrcetiveness to restfulness of spirit while applying her 
energies to industry instead of war is well placed. It is certainly well 
held. Guarantee of the allies that Russia's territorial mtegrity shall 
be held inviolate pending her rehabilitation is i egarded gy Mr. AYd- 
son as a noeessarv predicate to the very possibility of her rehabilita- 
tion. Rurthermore, he holds that tliis guarantee will prove incentive 
and inspiration to an immediate cessation of internal hostilities Hav- 
ing no invasion to fear, the Soviet armies wUl demobilize from tlie 
battle fields to wheat tields and the fields of industry. The incumbus 
and menace being removed, the people will resuia,' noi inaloy in their 
various occupations. Chaos will be transformed into order. 

It is a consummation devoutly to be wished. AddiiJg this guaran- 
tee to his faith in its efficacy Mr. Wilson r. a.ly lo arbitrate in Ar- 
menia's difficulties and bear a friendly spirit toward Russian read- 
justment. It is an attitude to be admired as to principle and admon- 
ished as to pract !.■(.. That is to say, it niitrht also be well to have like 
guarantee that some of those allied associate of ours in war preserve 
the spirit of our alliance in peace and refrain from exploiting Russian 
trade resources while pi operly lioldinf aloof from Russian territorial 
integrity. That is to say, until such time as all can with good con- 
science approach the Muscovite bargain counter in one grand center 
rush, as it were, and no fouling.

The principle is the same in agriculture as in the industrials, and 
indeed in every branch of business endeavor and community of effort. 
It is not for one division of society to dietate to another, aor it is the 
privilege of the mob to made WMiditions for the iadividoal. Legal 
regulatins are made and piorided hy sodety eonstitntionally or 
janized and functioning in rcpresnitative eapaeify. The will of the 
Majority in popular exprenion, and by eonsent of the goveraed, must 
be the balance of authority It is time for a reifm of law iu substitu- 
tiOB for a reign of arrogance. And incidentally it is time for limiting 
Imt by intelligent legislation to things tint properiy fUl mder legal 
rather than moral restraint. Also that law be always the majority 
expression to the end that law be not brought into disrepute. — Cin- 
einnati Commercial-Tribnne.

Away back In the. year 184 there 
appeared a bright star atiout which 
we know very little, save that its ap- 
pearance led the Greek philosopher, 

HIpporchus to form a catalogue, 
showing the positions of the bright 
slnrs, so that In future It woiilil br- 
an easy matter to Identify a new Rtnr. 
This was the beginning of our modern 
star catalogues, which now register 
tlio e.\aot position of every star vis- 
ible In ordinary telescopes. 

The tlilrd famous one reoordad was 
by Tyohb, in 1S7S. Whn flrst seen it 
was already brigliter than Jupiter, and 
very soon became as bright as Venus 
herself, being ever visible by day. 
W'lthln a week or two It began to fade, 
but continued visible to the naked eye 
for full sixteen months before it fully 
disappeared. 

Coming down to mom modem times 
there appeared a new star in tho 
group, or constellation, Icnown as 
Aoriga. This was not a particularly 
brigfht one, bnt instruments, Nice theJJ 
speotroBoope, bad by this time been 
invented which made possible the 
analysis of the star's light, and this 
was the flrst nova upon which the new 
Instmment was tried out. A great deal 
of information was thus obtained, and 
better methods of investigation for 
subsequent outbursts were thereby 
brought to light. — Victoria Colonist.

But a chniigo lias ( mn" 
over tbel regotlstlcal dreams, and Ig- 
norance Is 90 longer confined to the 
Southland, but la walking like a pesti- 
lence at noon-day beneath the shade 
of old elma tbat dot tbe college 
grounds of New BngUnd, aa well as 
beneath the shade of tbe beautiful 
Magnolia, of the dewy Blue grass of 
our native state. Joseph H. Defrees, 
president of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce has tbis say of our 
public schools; "Conditions In the 
public schools are contributing to un- 
rest throughout the the country. Our 
short-sighted policy In failing to n c- 
ognlze the dignity of the tcacbin.; pro- 
fession has led to class consciousness, 
and has left Ita indelible Imprint upon 
the mllids of tbe young." Mr. Defrees 
declared that of the BOO.OOO publle 
school teachera In tbe Unltad States 
one hundred thousand waa under 21 
years of age. "Thirty thousand have 
no education beyond the eighth grade. 
Found hundred and eighty thousand, 
fourt-flfths of the total, have not had 
two years of special training. One hun- 
dred and fifty thousand no education 
beyond the third year of high school. 
Elgbtaw thousand class rooms stood 
idle last year through lack of teach- 
ers." Taking an average of twenty- 
live to aacb otaia room, means that 
450.000 children waro denied education 
altogether. Now, these conditions, ac- 
cording to Mr. Defreee are not con- 
fined to any particular locality, and 
consequently the East like the Athens 
ot old, claims the high distinction ot 
being the seat and source of learning, 
art and science of our America. It 
would be intereeting to know just 
what percentage these Eastern states 
contributed to tbe retrograde condl- 
tlona that Mr. Wfroea deaorlhes. 

It liafe baan kitown tor years that 
the maltm atrtht ihopa hire been 
emptying the public schools in order 
that their pockets might be lllled by 
the toll and sweat of the mentally 
starved Innocent childhood. The curse 
ot slavery for years hung like the pall 
ot death before every Southern home 
that was an advocate of free public 
schools, ducatlon was dangerous to 
tba inatitntlon of alavery, but it was 
the Uwk ot the fgree pnbllc acbools 
that wu bllghtfttg the manhood end 
womanhood ot the great common 
massaa of the loath. 

Today the dollar policy ot tho Bast 
is doing for the chllihOOd of tho poor 
just what slavery did for tbe South 
prior to the Civil War. We are not at 
all surprised that me hundred thou- 
sand teachers are under 21 years of 
age.
